TORONTO, CANADA — JUNE 27 -JULY 2, 1958 


REGISTRATIONS for the Fifth Baptist 
Youth World Conference are pouring into 
Toronto at a rate of 100 every day, and 
the advance registration figure stood at 
3,108 on May 1. 

Leaders predict that early estimates for 
a Conference attendance of 6,000 have 
been too conservative.

CENTENNIAL IN POLAND 


 peagtecnege GIVING—with the pledging 
of one month’s income considered a 
rule rather than an exception—is indic- 
ative of the spirit of the 2,536 Baptists in 
Poland as they try in this, their Centennial 
year, to erect a central Baptist church 
house in the capital city of Warsaw. 

World War II, with its invasion of Po- 
land, dealt miserably with the country’s 
Baptists as well as the nation itself. All 
Baptist meeting places were destroyed. But 
it was not the first time Baptists in Poland 
have bounced back from disaster. 

Their large pledges now, in an era 
when numbers are small and money is 
scarce and building costs are high, are 
in the tradition of their history. Some 
members are pledging more than one 
month’s wages, and one member without 
regular income sold his house and moved 
into a home for the aged. 


Celebration in July 


The Centennial of the Baptist Union of 
Poland will be celebrated in special jubilee 
services July 11-13. Rev. Alexander 
Kircun, president of the Union, has in- 
vited representatives of the Baptist World 
Alliance and Baptist Unions of many 
countries to participate. 

The story of Baptists in Poland dates 
back to a school teacher, G. F. Alf, who in 
1858 lost his job because his reading of 
the Bible started him to preaching that 
people should repent of their sins and 
live according to the demands of the gos- 
pel. 

Anabaptists had left a vivid testimony 
in Poland in the 17th century. But the 
counter reformation resulted in their ex- 
pulsion from the country about 1658, and 
they emigrated partly to Holland and 
partly to Transylvania. By 1834 when 
Oncken established the Baptist church at 
Hamburg (the oldest Baptist church still 
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in existence on the continent), memory of 
the Anabaptists in Poland had perished. 


Alf Lost His Job 

It was in such a background that Mr. 
Alf, a young Lutheran school teacher, in- 
spired by a study of the Scripture, gathered 
around him a group of revived people 
and preached to them the necessity of re- 
pentance. Alf immediately lost his position 
and was held responsible at the Court. 

But all was not gloom. Alf and his 
friends got news from East Prussia about 
some churches consisting of people hold- 
ing similar ideas. He invited representa- 
tives of the Baptist Church at Stolzenberg, 
175 miles away, to meet with his group at 
Adamow, near Warsaw, and explain the 
Baptist principles.

A majority of those in attendance ac- 
cepted the principles taught them in ac- 
cordance with the New Testament. On 
November 27, 1858, the Rev. W. Weist, 
minister of the Stolzenberg church came 
to Adamow and in the next two days bap- 
tized 26 people, including Alf. 

The new Baptists became eager mis- 
sionaries, and in spite of severe persecu- 
tions Baptist churches were established all 
over Poland. In that first period, how- 
ever, the mission was developed mainly 
among the German population, while 
Slavic churches were infrequent. 


Faith Spreads to Others 


Baptist growth spread among the Polish, 
Czech, Russian, Ukrainian, Bielorussian 
and Jewish population after World War I, 
however. The 9,800 members in 43 


churches (a total constituency of about 
30,000 souls) in 1912 had dwindled to 
only 6,000 members in 1918 due to the 


war and migration movements. But new 
Slavic churches changed the situation. By 
1930 the membership of the Baptist 
churches increased to 16,000 (approxi- 
mately 40,000 souls.) 

In the midwar period the Baptists of 
Poland carried on many-sided activity: 
there existed the Baptist youth fellowship 
with 132 groups and 1611 members; 234 
Sunday schools with 5400 children; and 
the seminary in Lodz. There were homes 
for old people in Lodz and Narewka; the 


orphans’ homes in Lodz, Aleksandrow and 
Brest on Bug; and a hospital in Lodz. 

“Compass,” a publication house, was 
founded in 1926 with the help of American ff 
Baptists. It issued books, bulletins, notes 
and religious periodicals in Polish, Russian, 
German, Czech, Ukrainian and Jewish 
languages. 


Recovery after War 


World War II brought the Baptist move- 
ment in Poland, as well as the whole 
Polish nation, apparently irrecoverable 
losses. After the end of the war, when 
the new frontiers were fixed and the 
migration movements settled down—there 
were found only a few thousand Baptists 
in the country. 

Restoration of the church life was very 
difficult, as there was lack of preachers 
and chapels and the members were scat- 
tered. The Baptist World Alliance offered 
gratuitous relief, a wonderful proof of 
Christian love. Scandinavian Baptists or- 
ganized and managed the children’s homes 
and distributed food and clothes among 
the population. Representatives of the 
Baptist World Alliance visited Poland 
many times, always bringing help and en- 
couragement. 

Baptists in Poland now have obtained 
an “equality of rights” and are recognized 
as a religious denomination, “The Polish 
Church of Christian Baptists.” Churches 
are free to teach the children and to have 
youth groups. Pastoral training is being 
carried on in Bible courses at Radosc. A 
national Baptist journal, “Slowo Prawdy,” 
is published monthly.

HANCE OF A YOUTHTIME! That’s what 

they are saying about the Baptist 
Youth World Conference being held at 
Toronto, Canada, June 27-July. 2. 

The boys and girls of Intermediate De- 
partment III of the Sunday School of 
Branch’s Baptist Church near Richmond, 
USA really believe these words. They be- 
lieve them to such an extent that they are 
willing to do almost anything, which they 
think Jesus wants them to do, to raise 
money. 

People sometimes get the false belief 
that young people in the United States 
have all the money they want and can 
therefore do most of the things they wish 


to do and go most anywhere they want 


to. This is not true at all. American 
youth have to work for what they get just 
like children of other countries. 

This group of 98 has set as its goal 
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$435 which will send four persons on the 
trip. They are having fun and enjoying 
Christian fellowship while engaged in work 
to raise the money. 

The boys on Saturday collect old news- 
papers which bring $0.60 per 100 pounds. 
It will take many papers to send just one 
person but the youngsters don’t get dis- 
couraged. Then the boys wash any cars 
which their friends and neighbors want 
washed. 

The girls baby sit and help ladies of the 
community with housework. 

Then each member lets it be known that 
he or she is willing to run errands for any- 
one. Later on, soon as the weather gets 
a little warmer, they are planning a big 
Brunswick stew which will fill stomachs 
as well as pockets. 

The young people are having the time 
of their life. They are doing two things 
at once. They are enjoying the spirit of 
cooperation and at the same time are work- 
ing toward a goal that will enable four 
young Christians to have the greatest ex- 
perience of their lives. 

How will the four be chosen? The only 
logical way: Each of the department’s six 
classes will select one person. From these 
six, the teachers and superintendent will 
name the four who will, come late June, 
be Toronto bound. 
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Despite Relative Peace 





WORLD RELIEF NEED CONTINUES 


With thé world relatively at peace and 
famine relatively eased, one might think 
that world relief.is a matter of history. 

But there still are 16,500,000 persons 
“uprooted” and looking for a home, and 
thousands upon thousands of people in 
desperate need for medicine, food and 
clothing. 

Things are not idle, therefore, in the 
Relief Department offices of the Baptist 
World Alliance where Rev. A. Klaupiks, 
coordinator of Baptist relief, and Miss 
Rode Dubelzars, his secretary and assist- 
ant,. keep their fingers on the pulse of 
needy Baptist people around the world. 

Mr. Klaupiks estimates that about 1200 
of the total number of displaced people 
in Europe, the Orient, and the Near East 
are Baptists. “We feel a responsibility for 
every Baptist who looks to us for help, and 
we also extend our help to as many others 
as we can.” 

Financial contributions are welcomed 
at all times, and in many instances money 
is the only help with which the office can 
assist those in dire need. 


Clothing Needed for Poland 

Clothing and footwear for Poland is a 
major relief need at the moment. Baptists 
with clothing to donate are invited to 
write Mr. Klaupiks for the names and 
addresses of Baptist individuals in Poland. 
Do not send clothing to Washington, he 
said, but write instead for names and 
then ship the bundles direct to Poland. 
Packages up to 44 pounds may be mailed 
parcel post. 

People wishing to contribute money for 
new clothing may send such cash to Wash- 
ington, and the clothing will be purchased 
and delivered by the most practical and 
economical means. New clothing must 
travel via relief channels to avoid tariff 
charges. 


Medicine Is Furnished 

A letter in any morning’s mail may bring 
to Mr. Klaupiks in his Washington office a 
plea from a Baptist in some far away

corner of the world, telling of his wife’s 
illness and his own health problems and 
describing their symptoms. Mr. Klaupiks 
translates the letter, goes to the office of a 
physician and reads to him a description 
of the illness. The doctor prescribes medi- 
cine—ofttimes a vitamin or a tonic to com- 
bat malnutrition and the prescription is 
filled and mailed to the ill person. 

“Thanks for your help of last winter,” 
the husband writes in the spring. “We both 
have taken the medicine and feel much 
better.” 


Refugee Problem Continues 

Resettlement of Hungarian refugees was 
the last big refugee challenge to the Re- 
lief Department, and this was done with 
dispatch by establishing a reception home 
near Vienna and a reception office at the 
port of New York in charge of Dr. Bela 
Udvarnoki. Hundreds of families were re- 
located in new homes and given new jobs. 

One of the chief problems now is the 
reuniting of families, with some members 
resettled in the New World, others still 
in their old countries. 

There is a need for church groups and 
Christian individuals to volunteer to help 
these people in finding new homes and 
jobs and providing funds for food and in- 
land transportation, Mr. Klaupiks said. 
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Baptists in 26 Countries 
Contribute. to BWA Budget 


Baptists in 26 different countries made 
financial contributions in 1957 to the 
operating expenses of the Baptist World 
Alliance. 

In addition to contributions from all 
major Baptist conventions in the USA, 
funds were received from Baptist Unions 
in Australia, British Cameroons, Burma, 
Canada, Ceylon, Denmark, El Salvador, 
French Camerouns, Germany, Great Bri- 
tain, India, Ireland, Haiti, Hawaii, Hol- 
land, Hong Kong, New Zealand, Nigeria, 
Puerto Rico, Scotland, South Africa, 
Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, and Trinidad. 

Several individuals and churches also 
contributed to the Alliance operating budg- 
et and special BWA projects during the 
year. Many churches included the Alliance 
in their budgets as an item over and above 
their regular gifts to the cooperative pro- 
gram and unified budget of the conven- 
tions. 

The Alliance carried on its vast world- 
wide program of fellowship, service and 
cooperation on a total 1957 expenditure of 
less than $75,000. 


Executive Committee to Meet 

The Baptist World Alliance Executive 
Committee and members of its six study 
commissions will meet at the Baptist Semi- 
nary at Ruschlikon-Zurich, Switzerland, 
August 2-8, Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, general 
secretary, has announced. 

Six BWA Commissions—on Religious 
Liberty, World Missions, Evangelism, Bible 
Study and Leadership Training, the Doc- 
trine of the Church and the Doctrine of 
Baptism—will confer at the Seminary from 
Saturday evening, August 2, through 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The Executive Committee will hold its 
annual business sessions beginning Wednes- 
day evening and continuing through Friday 
noon, August 8. 

More than 100 participants.from many 
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HART HOUSE on the University of Toronto 
campus will serve as reception center for 
6,000 young people from 60 nations attend- 
ing the Fifth Baptist Youth World Confer- 
ence in Toronto, June 27-July 2.

William C. Tapper

A simi- 
lar degree will go to Paul M. Stevens, di- 
rector of the Southern Baptist Radio and 
Television Commission. 

Earlier this spring, Dr. Adams received 
the D.D. degree from Washington and Lee 
University, in Virginia. 


Africa 
Cameroun Baptists Meet 

Meeting in their annual conference at 
Douala in late January, the Baptist Union 
of French Cameroun viewed with alarm 1n 
emigration which. has left the countryside 
scarcely occupied but has filled the cities 
with men, and also looked optimistically 
toward spreading mission work throughout 
the land. 

The emigration from rural areas of the 
city has left churches financially weak. 
In some districts pastors receive pay only 
four, five or six months of the year; how- 
ever they continue their task faithfully and 
live on food given them by church mem- 
bers. 

There are about 150 Baptist churches 
in the Cameroun with approximately 11,- 
000 members. Despite financial difficulties, 
the report says that churches have been 
quickened by a missionary spirit which has 
led to the opening of new work in several 
areas. A mission station also has been be- 
gun in North Cameroun by the European 
Baptist Missionary Society. A total of 200 
baptisms were reported for 1957. . 


Medical Success Noted 


Medical missions are credited along with 
government medical services and philan- 
thropic organizations in making the Bel- 
gian Congo “an example for most other 
countries in Africa, south of Sahara,” Bel- 
gian Congo Today reports. The Congo 
now has one doctor for every 30,000 in- 
habitants and one medical assistant for 
every 1400. 

The Missionary Herald says that the 
most spectacular success has been in the 
fight against endemic diseases. In 1930 
medical examinations of about three mil- 
lion natives revealed 36,000 cases of 
sleeping sickness; in 1956 only 1600 new 
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DEVOTION AND INGENUITY IN NIGERIA 


Nearly 1,500 stern-faced Moslems, curious pagans, and _ bright-hearted 
Christians thronged to Yoruba court in Sapele, Nigeria, to witness the dedi- 
cation of the second largest Baptist church building in Eastern Nigeria. 

As the doors were formally opened by His Highness Esezi II, of Sapele, 
the crowd filled and overflowed the light, airy auditorium which is equipped 
to comfortably seat 800 people. The choir loft held nearly 50 blue-robed 
choristers and the baptistry was lighted to show the mural of a tropical river. 

“It is hard to believe that such a structure could have sprung from the 
devotion and determination of only twelve people,’ Missionary T. Keith 
Edwards says, “Yet only twelve years ago the Bethel Baptist Church, of 
Sapele, was formed with twelve members. It has grown to a membership of 
160 and an average attendance of about 700.” : 

Since some of the construction for the new building is new tg Nigeria, 
ingenuity was required. The furniture for the educational unit was made 
by local carpenters from pictures found in magazines, and the light globes 
in the auditorium are hung from dog chains. 

“Is it any wonder that the members walked around the church singing after 
the close of the service?” asks Dr. Edwards. “The women, dressed in bright 
yellow, reds, blues, and golds, made a beautiful, triumphant procession, prais- 
ing God spontaneously and joyously.”

Indian Youth To Meet 

An All-India Baptist Youth Conference 
will be held May 15-18 at Ramapatnam, a 
coastal town in South India. Rev. B. R. 
Moses reports that several Baptist pastors, 
missionaries, and leaders will address the 
conference. 

Announced also is the possibility of the 
India Baptist Assembly in Assam in De- 
cember. 


Fire in Toungoo 


Fire swept through the Karen Quarter 
in Toungoo, Burma February 2 and de- 


stroyed the church, school and homes of 


more than fifty Baptist families. 

Baptists acted at once to help their 
brethren. The Burma Baptist Convention 
rushed aid to the hill area of Toungoo. The 
American Baptist Foreign Mission So- 
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cieties cabled $2500 for relief. Representa- 
tives of the Burma Baptist Council ar- 
ranged for such household essentials as 
blankets and cooking utensils for the more 
than 300 homeless fire victims. 

Few of the victims were left with even 
meager resources to begin rebuilding their 
homes. For most of the people this was 
the third time they had met devastation 
since 1942 . . . they lost their homes in 
World War II, later they were forced to 
leave their home area in the wake of sev- 
eral insurrections in Burma, and now the 
fire destroyed homes again. 


Taiwan Sends Missionaries 

The Taiwan Baptist Convention, com- 
posed of more than 5000 members in 16 
organized Baptist churches on the island, 
has just opened its third mission point. 
Though the convention is now only four 
years old, it was able last year to send a 
missionary couple, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
Yu, to the Green Island off the east coast 
of Taiwan. They also have a missionary 
to a Hakka dialect area, and in March sent 
Mr. and Mrs. Barnabas Yank to Hwalien 
on the east coast of Taiwan.

Robert Henry Philpott 


Rev. Robert Henry Philpott, a member 
of the Baptist World Alliance Executive 
Committee since 

1955, was born in 

England, but has 

spent most of his life 

in Southern Rho- 

desia and South Af- 

rica. He now is min- 

ister of the Baptist 

Church at Bulawayo, 

Southern Rhodesia, 

and editor of the 

Central Africa Bap- 

tist Review. 

Mr. Philpott led 
the South African delegation to the Jubilee 
Baptist World Congress in London in 
1955, which was his first attendance at an 
Alliance meeting. He was elected to the 
Executive Committee at that time. 

He received his schooling at Johannes- 
burg and was apprenticed to electrical 
engineering in the Gold Mines. Graduated 
from Spurgeon’s College in London in 
1925, Mr. Philpott has served 33 years 
in the ministry, 12 in England and 21 in 
South Africa and Rhodesia. 

He was president of the Baptist Union 
of South Africa and the South African 
Baptist Missionary Society in 1947; has 
served a period as secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Society and two periods as editor 
of the South African Baptist. His eldest 
son is a medical missionary serving with 
the Southern Baptist Convention in Ni- 
geria. 


Indonesian Mission Unaffected 


Officials of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention Foreign Mission Board at Rich- 
mond, Va., report that the denomination’s 
46 missionaries in Indonesia have not been 
affected by the Indonesian Civil War. 

In statements of reassurance to Southern 
Baptists, Dr. Baker J. Cauthen, said “All 
civil disturbances are on the isiand of Su- 
matra; and all Southern Baptist work is lo- 
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cated on the island of Java. Plans are 
going right ahead for the appointment of 
additional missionaries for Indonesia. Re- 
cent appointees have entered the country 
without difficulty.” 


Baptists in Shanghai 


Tien Feng reported in its 1955 issues, 
which recently became available in Ameri- 
ca, that Baptists in Shanghai completed a 
new building in 1953. Between the time 
of its dedication in April 1953 and the 
time of the publication of the article, 
September 1955, the church had conducted 
six baptismal services in which a total of 
117 persons had been baptized. The 
church’s weekly activities include Women’s 
Society, Men’s Society, Bible Class, In- 
quirer’s Class and prayer meeting. A se- 
ries of special meetings was held in the 
summer of 1955, in which 125 persons 
signed their names as inquirers. 

The South Mountain Baptist Church in 
Dairen reports that in the past two years 
it has baptized 105 persons and that a 
number of inquirers would shortly be bap- 
tized. 

Tien Feng reported new Baptist churches 
also in Soochow and Hsinghua (Canton). 


Hong Kong College 


Professor Franklin Liu, dean of Hong 
Kong Baptist College, reports that the 
school now in its third year has an enroll- 
ment of 380 young men and women who 
are studying civil engineering, business, 
science, mathematics, English literature, 


world history, sociology and Bible. “We 
are trying to train Christian ministers, 
teachers and lay leaders to be ready for 
any emergency in China and the world,” 
Mr. Liu said. 

A desperate need for physical facilities 
and equipment for Hong Kong Baptist 
College was listed by Mr. Liu. A goal of 
a half million dollars is sought for new 
buildings and equipment.

Rhodesia Receives Blessings 


Mrs. Joan J. Nyathi of Southern Rhode- 
sia writes of the blessings she has received 
from Baptist women around the world. 
She says: 

There was great joy in my heart when 
I learned I was to represent the Rhodesian 
Baptist W.M.U. at the World Alliance 
meeting in London in 1955. 

I knew there were others who were 
better Christians than myself who could 
have gone; but the Lord had elected me 
according to His rich mercy. My part 
was only to surrender to His will, and I 
did. I take this opportunity to share 
with my fellow Christians the unspeakable 
blessings that followed my time of fellow- 
ship with the blessed women of God. 

First, I would praise God for those who 
made it possible for me to experience such 
a wonderful privilege of meeting many 
Baptist friends from different parts of 
the world. 

My heart was troubled because of the 
loss of my husband; but I found comfort 
when I met some other bereaved Christian 
women of such deep experiences. These 
women prayed much and strengthened me 
as a young Christian in this test, and truly 
they comforted me. There was a spiritual 
deepening of my life during this fellow- 
ship with the people of God and in hear- 
ing the spiritual messages by the men of 
God. 

What shall I say of those women of God 
whose testimonies were burning and heart- 
warming, and challenging to every indi- 
vidual life? There are constantly ringing 
in my ears such inspiring words as: “The 
woman has always loved to serve. For 
centuries her service was confined largely 
to her home, although in every generation 
there have been extraordinary women who 
have thrust themselves or have been thrust 
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by circumstances into national and inter. 
national prominence,” as said by Mrs, 
George R. Martin, the women’s president, 

This challenges me to see that as a} 
Christian woman I have also an important 
part to play in the cause of Christ. It ig J 
my deep conviction that God has left me @ 
widow in order that I may serve Him 
more. Mrs. Martin also said, “Every Bap 
tist church in the world a missionary 
church.” “Every Baptist woman in every | 
church enlisted in God’s plan for making 
disciples of all nations.” 

The unselfish love demonstrated by the 
Baptist Union towards the needy fellow- 
Christians in London whose homes were 
destroyed during the war period was a 
great contribution to my Christian experi- 
ence. 

Certainly, new occasions mean new 
duties, so my tour to Great Britain widened 
my Christian responsibility and I am now 
willing to be used of the Lord in every 
possible way. I had not realized that the 
Baptist denomination was such a big 
family because Baptist work in my country 
is very new. 

This kind of fellowship reminds me of 
the heavenly fellowship when the children 
cf God shall be singing, “Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, and he 
will dwell with them, and they shall be 
his people and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God.” (Rev. 21:3). 

Though words of human language fail to 
express the wonderful blessings I re- 
ceived from the Baptist women around 
the world, I pray that the Lord may mani- 
fest the rest in my life and in my work.

Pastor Nagy described the crowning 
event of the Conference: “At the closing 
sermon round the camp-fire at night, .85 
young people stood up to make decisions 
for Christ. But during the night the Holy 
Spirit continued his blessed work in the 
hearts of our people and by morning the 
number of the saved reached about 120.” 


irish College Remains Open 


Trustees announce that the recent finan- 
cial crisis at Irish Baptist College has been 
surmounted and that the college will re- 
main open. “The reorganization of the 
college arrangement has been so successful 
that the accounts for 1957 were balanced 


with a little margin on the right side,” the 
report stated. ; ;

A Baptist pastor in Romania has written 
to Dr. George W. Sadler, Southern Baptist 
Convention Foreign Mission Board re 
resentative for Europe, in the first direct 
communication the Board has received 
from Baptists in that country since the be- 
ginning of World War II, Dr. ‘Sadler said, 

“Romania has been more. closed thay 
Russia,” Dr. Sadler added. é 

Among other things the letter reported: 
“We are all well. The Lord’s work is go 
ing on well. We are teaching in the semi- 
nary (at Bucharest).” 

The last paragraph of the letter gives 
an indication of the lack of communica- 
tion. It says, “Please give my best wishes 
and kindest regards to Dr. Rankin.” (Dr. 
M. Theron Rankin, former executive sec- 
retary of the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board, died in 1953.)

“THANK YOU, | DON’T SMOKE” 


The German Baptist weekly Die Gemeinde recently called attention to 
the fact that Russian Baptists do not smoke. This occasioned a correspondent 


to write as follows: 


“JI spent six years in Russia as a prisoner. Often I was offered a cigarette 
by some well-meaning Russian. Whenever I declined the offer and said: 
“Spaziba, ja ne kuryu” (thank you, I don’t smoke) in most cases I was direct- 
ly asked: “Are you a Baptist?” This quickly became known in the factory 
where I was employed. By this means I came to know several Russian Bap- 
tists. Afterwards I put the same question to Russians who did not smoke 
or swear, and in most cases they turned out to be Baptists. Thus I dis- 
covered five Baptists while I was working in a factory for kitchen utensils.”

Returning from Berlin the young people 
will stop at Zeist near Utrecht, Holland 
for a united summer school, August 2-16. 
Special excursions into various parts of 
Berlin and the Utrecht area also are 
planned. 
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Dobbins on Ruschlikon Faculty 


The Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Ruschlikon has announced that Dr. Gaines 
S. Dobbins, formerly of the faculty at 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, Kentucky, and currently profes- 
sor at Golden Gate Baptist Seminary in 
California, will serve as guest professor 
of religious education at Ruschlikon during 
the fall semester, September-December 
1958.

The annual report of the Jamaica Bap- 
tist Union shows a net gain of 1,240 mem- 
bers during 1957, which brings the current 
membership in the Union to 26,847. The 
Union is made of 259 churches, 240 of 
them being in Jamaica, 13 in the Turks and 
Caicos Islands, and 6 in Costa Rica. 


34 Churches Plan Revival 


Thirty-four of the Baptist churches and 
missions of the North Central Association 
of Mexico, which includes Torreon, will 
participate in a simultaneous evangelistic 
campaign during the last week in May. 

The steering committee has set a goal 
of 1500 professions of faith, with 500 bap- 
tisms, for the campaign. Plans call for 


7,000 soul-winning visits and the distriby- 
tion of more than 100,000 tracts and Bible 
portions. 


1037 Conversions in Crusade 


An evangelistic crusade held in Panama 
in the Canal Zone by visiting American 
preachers has resulted in 1037 conversions, 
189 baptisms, and six people surrendering 
to the ministry. The crusade was spon- 
sored by the Evangelism Department of 
the Southern Baptist Convention Home 
Mission Board.

THEY STILL HAD THEIR CHURCH

My wife, Julia, and I had just arrived 
for a visit with one of our Haitian churches 
in the Province of Camaguey when we 
discovered that a fire was making havoc 
in a small village of Haitians who grouped 
thatched roof houses around the church. 

Fire had started in one of the homes 
and it had spread and burned everyone of 
the houses. As we arrived we saw a heap 
of very poor furniture piled in the yard. 
Smoke was all one could see in the place 
where the homes had been nestled. 

Only one building stood and this one 
was badly damaged. It was their church 
building. 

When the fire started, men, women and 
children did all they could to save their 
belongings, knowing that they could not 
save their houses. But the striking thing 
is that they used all their strength to save 
their church. Already the fire had spread 
towards it and its thatched roof had caught 
fire in three different places. They fought 
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the fire with all their will until they were 
able to stop it. Some climbed on the roof, 
others ran with pails of water and in this 
way they succeeded in saving their place 
of worship. 

When they saw us they came to our car, 
their faces dirty with the soot from the 
fire. They looked tired and the children 
were hungry. Soon we were all standing 
inside the church building. We sang to- 
gether the hymn “Showers of Blessings.” 
We left with them a message of consolation 
and prayed that the Lord might give them 
peace and strength in the face of that 
calamity. 

One of the faithful spoke, saying: “We 
thank God for having spared the church 
building. As long as the church is here 
we have the feeling that God is here, and 
if God is here we have nothing to fear.” 

As we left that place there were tears 
mixed with smiles in the faces of those 
people. They had lost their homes, but 
still had their church . . . They were look- 
ing ahead with courage through faith in 
Jesus Christ. 
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Laymen Visit Far East

Axling Travels 100,000 Miles 


William Axling, retired American Bap- 
tist missionary to Japan, traveled 31,800 
miles on deputation in 1957.

30,000 people across the country during 
the year. There were fifty-five dedications 
to full-time Christian service, and several 
thousand rededications.

SBC Is Spending $3,000,000 
Annually to Serve Negroes 


Southern Baptist Convention is spending 
an estimated $3,000,000 a year to serve 
Negroes in the USA and overseas, a re- 
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port to Convention’s Advisory Council on 
Work with Negroes said. 


The council is an unofficial organization 
which meets annually to discuss mission 
work of Southern Baptist Convention 
groups among Negroes. Dr. Clifton J. 
Allen of the Baptist Sunday School Board 
is chairman. 


More than 60 workers among Negroes 
are employed by the Southern Baptist 
Home Mission Board, and the 1958 budget 
for this work is over $200,000. 


The report said also that work in Africa 
is “of major interest” to the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board. In 1956 there were 248 South- 
ern Baptist missionaries there, and the 
budget for African work was about $2.- 
000,000. 


In the USA, the report continued, South- 
ern Baptists have been cooperating with 
the National Baptist Convention USA 
(Negro) since 1924 in the operation of 
the American Baptist Seminary at Nash- 
ville. For the past decade, Southern Bap- 
tists have contributed about $100,000 a 
year to the seminary. 


Negroes are admitted to Southern Bap- 
tist theological seminaries and to several 
Convention colleges. Eight Southern Bap- 
tist state conventions have full-time direc- 
tors of Negro work, seven of them jointly 
supported by the Home Mission Board. 


Day of Prayer Set For 
Baptist Jubilee Advance 


Nineteen million Baptists in North 
America are called to a Day of Prayer 
on Sunday, June 1, for the Baptist Jubilee 
Advance. These members of 75,000 Bap- 
tist churches in the United States and 
Canada will be asked to pray for the five- 
year advance in evangelism and Christian 
living beginning December 31, 1958. 


In issuing the call, the Rev. Dr. Jitsuo 
Morikawa, director of evangelism for 
American Baptists, said that “we must 
resist the temptation to create a program 
on which to ask God’s blessing. We must 
rather open our lives and minds to receive 
God’s purposes as our own.”
